\utomobiie Traflic Comparatively Light; Few 
Come in Advance; National Cemetery 
Packed to Hear President; Peddlers and 
Hawkers and Refreshment Stands in 
Abundance Report Poor Business. 


The nation paid fitting: homage to its hero dead 
at Gettysburg today. 
Couching in his speech, w hich was broadcast from 
the National Uermdery here to the world by radio, a 
plea for international peace and good will, President 
Galvin Coolidge extolled the virtues of America's 
soldiers of the Civil War and all wars and, in warm, 
tender words praised both the dead and the living. 
His voice vibrating clearly to the edges of the 
great crowd which braved slight local showers to 
hear hint, the nation’s chief executive talked in an 
even tone for twenty minutes to a most attentive 
and respectful and appreciative audience. 
Ach a nee forecast of rain and the fact that Me­ 
morial Day this year fell on Wednesday tended to

(AP)—An echo of Memorial Day in 
the United States was heard in 
France today when Mayor Harry 
A. Mackey, of Philadelphia, paid a 
tribute to the heroic dead of alf na- 
tions, particularly those of his own 
native country and state. 


Mayor Mackey was the principal

An Unblemished Record 


A people which gives itself ov-er 


to great armaments and military 
display runs great danger of cre- 
ating within itself a quarrelsome 
war spirit. 
But these other ele- 


ments of power, although their Im- 
portance is usually ignored, by con- 
tributing,to the happiness and ccn- 
tcntmcnt of the people, are im- 
portant influences for peace. Those 
who seek for vast military estab- 
lishments requiring enormous ex- 
penditures of money are not neces- 
sarily contributing so much to na- 
tional defense as those who would 


scrupulous to observe thc law un- 
der which they have been appoint-! 
ed. But in addition to these there, 
is a considerable body, executive, i 
legislative, and judicial in its func- i 
tipns, which derive, their authority, 
diractJy from constitutional sources! 
None of these arc all-powerful, but j 
are held within strict limits. They j 
have all come into .existence be-1 
cause the people have decreed by 
their constitutions that they should 
be clothed with certain" limited 
authority. 


The chief temptations to go be- 


yond the bounds which the people 
have set arise in legislatures. In 
their desire to take some action 
which they conceive to be in the 
public interest, thoy 
oftentimes 


manifest a disposition to exceed 
their constitutional authority. Such 


the same basis as others with the j 
encouragement of our Government ' 
to engage in all kinds of enterprise.' 
But when once they have set foot | 
in foreign land, it is their duty to 
render obedience to the domestic 
and int; rnational law which is ap- 
plicable to their proposed actions. 
Our Government necessarily 
has 


rights over its citizens and their j 
property in whatever country they 
may be. While we do not and can j 
j^'ot undertake- to interfere in the; 
application of domestic law to ourj 
nationals, unless it contravenes the [ 
rights of our Government and peo- 1 
plo under international law, never- j 
theless the carelessness of some of . 
our citizens abroad in violating do- ! 
me'stic law and in assuming an ar- j 
rogant attitude toward the local in- j 
habitants tends to bring our coun- 1 
try into disrepute and endangers 
the continuance of friendly rela- ! 
tions.

States that failed in its duty to 
protect the lives and property of j 
its' citizens would be justly con- j 
demn-ed at home ar.d covered with J 
derision abroad. 
But our citizens . 


ou'g~ht to remember thst it is their i 
duty so to conduct themselves in 
their relations with foreign inter- 
ests that they ar« worthy of what- 
ever Larotectionjthey_jnay_need from 
th-cir home Government. 


'Obedience to international law, 


however, is a reciprocal duty. 
It 


is necessary not only that we 
scrupulously , observe it ourselves, 
but that it be known that we shall I 
require- such obseivance from oth- 
ers. 
When we make agreements 


with other nations w<_- must see 
that they are performed. 
If they 


are evc-r to be abrogated, it must 
be only in accordance with their , 
terms. For us to insist at all times I 
and places on thc observance of in- I 
ternational law is to strengthen the 
main foundation of pcrce. 
By our • 


influence and by cur example we 
can do much to discourage all acts 
of international lawlessness. 


After all, peace is a spiritual at- j 


tainment. W.i can set up material ' 
safeguards like fortifications and! 
armaments, which will afford us' 
much protection against attack, but 
unless we cultivate and cherish 
sentiment? of friendship and un- 
derstanding th«y are no guaranty 
of peace. 
One method of arriving 


at a better state of understanding, 
so 
that 
friendship 
may 
be 


preserved, is to provide before thc 
event for methods of negotiating 
and adjudicating matters in dis- 
pute. _ In furtherance of the plan 
of this Government to settle inter- 
national controversies by 
pacific 


m<-,ans 
and 
thereby

causes of war, the ' United States 
is now negotiating new arbitration 
treaties ,-nul additional conciliation 
.treaties with the principal nations 
of the world. 


The Pan American Conference 


which met at Havana in January, 
1928, passed a resolution calling 'a 
cor.fererce of all the American 
States to meet in Washington 
within a year to draft treaties of 
aibitration and conciliation. 
For 


that, purpose,

probably will bo he'd in Washing- i 
ton tho latter part of this year 
I he pence of the world can not, of 
course, be obt.iir.ed by r.ny one sin- 
gle act, but every treaty of arbi- 
tration and conciliation and every 
agi cement against icsorting to war 
r.dds another barrier against those ' 
conflicts which from time to time 
have recurred in the history of n<t- 
jions, and it is the hope of man- 
kind that these repeated steps may 
m limn establish a mode of thought 
and a cuaom of action that will do 
much to pi event war. 


As is well known, we aro also 


nigaged in conversations with dif- 
ferent powers for putting peace on 
a new _ basis and making it still 
more permanent. 
In Jun- 1997 


M- Briand, the French Minister "of 
Foreign Affairs, made an historic 
proposal to this Government 
H- 


suggested that Prance and the 
United States sign a treaty con- 
demning recourse to war and re- 
nouncing it as an instrument of 
national policy in their mutual re- 
Intions. During the n months that 
have smcc elapsed, this sugffcstion 
has been developed into one "of thc 


that 'this Itopublic might live is 
soberly to pledge ourselves to bend 
our every effort to prevent a$y re- 
currence of war. Thc government 
of thc people, by the people, for 
the peopjo, which Lincoln described 
in his immortal address, is a gov- 
ernment of peace, not of war, and 
our dead-will not have died in vain 
if, inspired by their sacrifice, we 
endeavor by every means within 
our power to prevent the shedding 
of human blood in the attempted 
settlement of international contro- 
versies. It is my earnest hope that 
success may crown the negotiations 
now in 
progress, and that the 


ideals 
which have inspired the 


French Minister of Foioign Affairs 
and thc Secretary .of State of the 
United States in their joint efforts 
to find a solution of the problem 
of 
peace 
may find a practical 


realization in the early making of 
a multilateral treaty limiting fu- 
ture recort to war.

and international law which is ap- 
plicable to their proposed actions," 
he said. "Our government neces- 
sarily has rights over its citizens 
and itheir property in whatever 
country they may be. 


"While we do not and cannot un- 


dertake to interfere in the appli- 
cation of domestic law to our na- 
tionals, unless it contravenes the 
rights of our Government and peo- 
ple under international law, never- 
theless the carelessness of some of 
our citizens 
abroad in 
violating 


domestic law and in assuming an 
arrogant attitude towards the lo- 
cal inhabitants tends to bring our 
country into disrepute and en- 
dangers the continuance of friendly 
relations."

sylvania is the same as was used 
at the .inauguration of Governor 
Fisher. 


In addition to the microphones 


for the amplification to the 'audi- 
ence, microphones also carried the 
voice of the president over a tele- 
phone wire to New York City 
where they were broadcast through 
station WJZ of 
the 
National 


broadcasting company and the net- 
work of more than 40 stations. 
Phil Carlin was at the microphone 
and described the events preceding 
the delivery of the address by 
(President Coolidge but when the 
president began to speak, the an- 
nouncer switched the power to the 
microphone in front of the reading 
desk. 


Persons who were unable to get 


into the cemetery and who return- 
ed to the central section of Gettys- 
burg were able to hear the words 
of the president over radio stations, 
along the street, at almost the 
same instant they were being ut- 
tered, at the rostrum in the ceme- 
tery, the 
sound waves having 


traveled to New York City by wire 
and back again by air.

An Unblemished Record 


A people which gives itself over 


to great armaments and military 
display runs great danger of cre- 
ating within itself a quarrelsome 
war spirit. But these other ele- 
ments o"f pow^r, although Iheir im- 
portance is usually ignored, by con- 
Iributing to the happiness and con- 
tentment of the people, are im- 
portant influences for peace. Thoso 
who seek for vast military estab- 
lishments requiring enormous ex- 
penditures of money are not neces- 
sarily contributing so much to na- 
tional defense as those who would 
apply more of our revenue to the 
payment of our debt and a corre- 
sponding reduction of our taxes, 
which would be reflected in in- 
creased ' prosperity.
